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XIth INTERNATIONAL DENTAL CONGRESS! 
By E. WILFRED FISH, C.BE 


THose of us who have been busy making 
preparations for this Congress have speculated 
on what you would expect to find when the 
curtain is raised. We hope that some of you at 
least have come because you like Congresses: 
and after a hard year’s work there could be no 
better reason for spending a week or two in 
this, the largest capital city in the world. Indeed, 
in preparing the programme for this week we 
have made it the keynote of all our activities 
that they should be conducive to your pleasure 
and enjoyment; and if you do not have a good 
time, whatever may emerge from your scientific 
deliberations, we shall feel we have failed in an 
essential part of our duty. 

There is, however, another reason that is not 
likely to be far away from the mind of every 
active member of Congress; at heart we are 
sull students, and so we shall always remain. 
A professional career of two score years or more 
based on undergraduate study at its commence- 
ment calls for constant refreshment of mind, the 
injection of additional knowledge and the 
stimulation of new ideas. One is tempted to 
recall the words of Sir John Tomes when 
addressing his students over a hundred years 
ago; he said to them: 

“It is... your duty to avail yourselves of every 
opportunity to acquire that professional knowledge, 
in the practice of which your future years will be 
spent, honourably if you have knowledge, dishonour- 
ably if you have not.** 

For a long time this purpose was achieved in 
reasonable measure by attendance at national 
meetings; but between the wars, and more 
especially since this last one, everybody has 
felt, in every sphere of life, that knowledge must 
be shared and ideas exchanged at an inter- 


national as well as a national level. One country 
has a genius for superb technical achievement, 
another for scientific inquiry, and yet a_ third 
for social administration. At least we have 
reason to hope that out of the travail of these 
two wars we have discovered how great is the 
advantage of sharing these gifts across the 
national frontiers of the world. 

Nevertheless, the proud boast of science that 
it knows no frontiers, that the exchange of 
knowledge is free and is not to be bought or 
sold, can no longer be made. Such is still the 
conflict of men’s passions that advances in the 
purest science of all, in mathematics and 
nuclear physics, are held as top secrets. Happily 
we are not hampered in our work by such arbi- 
trary prohibitions, though we must admit that 
even this is not a Congress of all the nations, 
despite the fact that sixty are represented. At 
least, however, those of us who have been 
able to meet may discuss freely each advance 
and seek by our combined efforts to extend still 
further the frontiers of human knowledge. 


THE INTERNATIONAL DENTAL JOURNAI 

A most important feature of our effort to 
facilitate this international exchange of thought 
is the establishment of an international journal; 
and so closely is this venture bound up with the 
structure of the Congress that it is necessary for 
me to give some account of it. 

The idea originated with Dr. Nord who has 
just addressed us. The Journal will publish the 
Transactions of this and of succeeding Quin- 
quennial Congresses, and the issues of the year 
before and the year after a Congress are to be 
devoted to these records. For the remaining 
three years in each quinquennium the Journal 


2 Read at the Opening Meeting of the Congress, Royal Festival Hall, London, July 19, 1952. 
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publishes reviews of recent advances in each 
section of dentistry, which, taken together, 
cover the whole field of dental science and 
practice and public service. This means that 
the Journal does not print any individual's 
report of his own original work; it is believed 
that these reports find their proper place in the 
national journals. 

The direction of this policy of the Journal ts 
in the hands of an Editorial Board with the 
Editor-in-Chief as their Chairman. The Board 
has correspondents all over the world and is 
answerable to the Executive Committee of the 
Federation Dentaire Internationale through 
their Publications Commission. The Board 
have thus a unique opportunity of keeping in 
touch with the dental literature of the world, 
and it 1s their duty to select recognised authori- 
ties to review the recent advances in each 
branch of dental knowledge, whatever may be 
the language in which the original papers were 
published. The names of the reporters will be 
published long before the reports appear so 
that if any man believes he has made a notable 
contribution to our knowledge he may send a 
reprint of his original work to the Editor, or to 
the appropriate reporter, with a summary in one 
of the official languages. These reports, there- 
fore, will provide, in quite manageable compass, 
a complete survey of all that is new not in one 
country only, not in one language, but in every 
language and in every country of the world. 

The Journal 1s now two years old; and in this 
second year has published the reviews which 
are to be the basis of the principal scientific dis- 
cussions of this Congress. Their authors are 
with us today. The reviews are in your hands, 
or it you have not seen the International Journal 
they are available to you in the hall below. The 
reviews or reports will be summarised and 
illustrated by their authors at the meetings of 
sections, and discussions will follow. These 
discussions are not limited to the matters referred 
to in the report but to recent advances in the 
subject with which the report deals; so that if 
the reporters have overlooked any major com- 
munication we may still hear of it in this way. 

Next year the Journal will summarise these 
discussions and describe the demonstrations 
and scientific exhibits contributed to the Con- 
gress; so that as this technique is brought to 
perfection we hope that the Journal of the 
International Dental Federation will not only 
provide a means for every practising dentist in 
the world to keep abreast of the times but will 
ensure that no major advance in dental know- 
ledve les hidden for years in some modest 
backwater of the stream of progress. 
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DENTAL SCIENCE 


THE PROGRESS OF 

The science of dentistry has had a full share 
in the general awakening of scientific interest 
which has characterised human activity in the 


last century and a half. [t ts not possible, or 
indeed appropriate on this occasion, that | 
should try to apportion the credit for each 
advance to those whose genius, wisdom and 
industry have in each generation, and in every 
country represented here today, contributed 
some stone to the edifice of dental science 
Each of us, whatever his nationality, can think 
of some fellow countryman who has left his 
mark on our professional lives 

While it may not be possible, however, to 
specify individual contributions to dental pro- 
gress, one may seek to appraise the total result. 
The modern way of approach to scientific 
problems, described in present-day idiom as 
“the scientific method,” was evolved during 
the last century for the exploration of those 
basic sciences on which dentistry and medicine 
are built. It has been the outstanding achieve- 
ment of the dental profession in this century 
to apply this same method to the solution of 
their special problems. 

To do this it has become increasingly necessary 
for the dental surgeon to have an adequate 
knowledge of the basic sciences. For teachers 
and research workers this has become impera- 
tive: not only must they have made an exhaustive 
undergraduate study of those branches of basic 
medical science which form the foundation of 
their speciality, but they must continually keep 
abreast of all important advances in_ these 
sciences. The Nuffield Foundation this 
country has taken an important lead in enabling 
promising undergraduate students to interrupt 
their dental studies for a few years in order to 
obtain an honours degree in pure science; or 
alternatively, after qualification, a prospective 
teacher may hold a fellowship which enables 
him to gain experience in some closely allied 
field of less specialised knowledge 

It may be possible, while they are attending 
the Congress, for those whose concern 1s 
essentially that of education to observe some- 
thing of the way dental education has evolved 
in this country. [t is a particularly interesting 
moment to do so, for there is a Bill before 
Parliament to hand over from the General 
Medical Council to a General Dental Council 
the responsibility for making Recommendations 
as to the form and content of the Dental 


Curriculum; and as a parting gift the General 
Medical Council have published a revision of the 
Recommendations which had not been previously 
revised since 1933. 


It may be a matter of surprise 


Sy 
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to some that the General Medical Council should 
ever, or at least for so long, have shouldered this 
responsibility, but we think we have gained 
more than we have lost, and I believe that any 
who inquire will be interested to discover why 
we are well content that the General Medical 
Council, the medical faculties of the universities 
and the Royal Colleges of Surgery should have 
been our foster parents. 


PREVENTION OF DENTAI 


It is, however, more to our purpose today to 
leave these reflections and to peer into the 
future, to look round in the hope that we may 
discern some shadow of events that are to come, 
cast on the arena of this Congress. 

The ultimate purpose of all our endeavour 
is to establish dental health by the prevention of 
disease. In pursuit of this aim it is necessary 
first to discover the nature, that is the pathology 
of the disease, then the cause, then the treatment 
and only at last are we likely to discover a 
means of prevention. Unfortunately even that 
is Only half the battle. The other half, as the 
Minister of Health has told us, is to bring the 
means of prevention to all the people in every 
nation, and that is the greatest task of all. We 
call it * social dentistry.” 

The pathology of most of the diseases of the 
teeth and their supporting structures is already 
known. Dental caries, the dental scourge of 
childhood and adolescence, and gingivitis, 
leading to pyorrhcea, the almost universal disease 
of adult civilised man, have both been investi- 
gated closely. Not only in the laboratory but 
also in the clinical field, has their pathology been 
tolerably well worked out. Their causes are 
multiple, but they have been analysed; and 
treatment for both conditions in the earlier 
Stages is available: though that treatment con- 
sists in arrest of the disease rather than in cure. 
Nevertheless such treatment as we have is of 
such enormous practical value, that if expert 
service be made available to an individual in 
time, he can, in the majority of cases, preserve 
his teeth in a healthy state as long as he lives. 

All this has been largely the work of the last 
hundred years: indeed, apart from the work of a 
comparatively small band of illustrious pioneers, 
it has been the product of the first half of this 
present century. 

The last decade, however, has seen a greater 
concentration on the problems of prevention. 
Whole communities have had their drinking 
water fluorinated. Attempts have been made to 
influence people’s choice of diet. Soft tooth

brushes have appeared, and over here are called 
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* mouth brushes” to point the importance of 
constant gentle daily friction applied to the 
gum margins in the prevention of pyorrhcea. 
More complicated devices are at the disposal of 
the dentist whose new, if somewhat inconvenient, 
title of * odonto-stomatologist ” is designed to 
show that he ts just as interested in the support- 
ing structures of the teeth as he is in the teeth 
themselves. 

That is almost as far as prevention has gone 
by direct assault on the citadel of dental disease; 
but in many countries there are public dental 
health services designed to bring treatment, and 
ultimately prevention, to all the people. We 
have one here as you have already heard. New 
Zealand, with a much smaller population than 
these islands, has one which has stimulated, if 
possible, even more discussion. The Scandi- 
navian countries have made valuable experi- 
ments in this direction and the peoples of the 
Western Hemisphere are carefully weighing the 
evidence and moving cautiously, but I believe 
with the same purpose of raising the standard of 
dental health of every citizen of their respective 
countries. 

That I think is the supreme task of our 
profession in the remaining part of this century 
to bring dental health to the common man. 
That purpose will, I hope, form the background 
of most of our deliberations at this Congress 
and stimulate discussions in the conference hall, 
round the demonstration tables and in the 
foyers and restaurants of this building. 

Slowly but inexorably universal education is 
abolishing privilege, and benefits which have 
been achieved by the once privileged classes of 
society are now demanded by all. Improved 
communications, travel facilities and the broad- 
casting of propaganda to people who no longer 
even need to be able to read, are creating a new 
social order. Dentistry will have to find less 
laborious, less expensive, less time-consuming 
and more effective means of preventing and 
curing dental disease than those already at our 
disposal if it is to keep abreast of this movement 
and fulfil its destiny in the new atomic age, 
whose dreadful dawn lit up the sky over the 
eastern Pacific as the final crash of the last war 
reverberated into silence. 

Mr. Minister, Your Excellencies, My Lord 
Bishop, My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen, I 
have detained you too long. [ am infected by 
the enthusiasm of your Organising Committee 
whom IT have had the honour to serve as their 
Chairman and whose exertions on your behalf, 
if at a later date they shall have proved success- 
ful, I shall crave your permission to record.

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CYST FORMATION IN: ADAMANTINOMATA

It is generally held that cyst formation in 
adamantinomata occurs within the epithelial 
component of the tumour, and that coalescence 
of the cysts leads ultimately to the macroscopic 
multilocular appearance characteristic of these 
growths. 

There is, however, another type of cyst to 
which very little attention appears to have been 
given. The occurrence of cysts in the stroma 
was noted by Siegmund (1929) in two tumours, 
while more recently Lucas and Thackray (1951) 
have reported a series of 20 cases of adamanti- 
noma in which there were 14 cystic tumours, the 
cysts occurring in the epithelium only in 6 cases, 
in both epithelium and stroma in 7 cases and in 
the stroma alone in | case. The occurrence of 
stromal cysts, therefore, is a not unimportant 
element in the histology of the adamantinomata. 

The typical adamantinoma consists of branch- 
ing and inter-connecting follicles of epithelium 
in a fibrous stroma. These follicles are bounded 
by a layer of cubical or columnar epithelium 
enclosing a central area in which the cells present 
a Stellate appearance. The follicles, therefore, 
resemble to some extent the developing enamel! 
organ though the cells of the columnar laye: 
never attain to an exact identity of appearance 
with the normal mature ameloblast, nor ts 
enamel ever formed. 

Epithelial cyst formation takes place within 
the stellate area of the follicles and ts considered 
by Kronfeld (1930) to be the primary factor in 
the formation of cystic adamantinomata. 

Robinson (1937) suggests that in view of the 
similarity between the adamantinoma and the 
normal enamel-forming tissues, parallel develop- 
ment takes place up to the point at which the 
normal ameloblasts assume function. From 
this point on, however, there is a divergent 
development: the enamel organ forms enamel! 
but the tumour cells, not being able to carry 
out this function of their normal analogue, 
degenerate with the formation of cysts. 

The epithelial cysts show three main types of 
appearance. Figs. | and 2 show one form of 
cystic change in which there seems to take 
place a simple melting away of the central 
portions of the stellate areas of the epithelial 
follicles. The products of cellular degeneration 
have become completely dissolved, leaving a 
clear space lined by a layer of flattened cells. 
One explanation for this type of cyst formation,

that given by Robinson, has already been men- 
tioned, though no suggestion is made regarding 
the actual mechanism involved. It seems to us 
probable that the precipitating factor in ept- 
thelial cyst formation lies in inadequacy of blood 
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supply. The adamantinomatous follicle is, like 
the normal enamel organ, avascular. Being neo- 
plastic, however, it possesses powers of unlimited 
growth so that there must come a point at which 
the follicle has reached such dimensions that the 
filtration pressure in the perifollicular capillaries 
is insufficient to provide for diffusion of nutri- 
ment to the central cells of the stellate areas. 
These cells, therefore, degenerate. Once this 
process has commenced the liberation of 
products of cellular degeneration will raise the 
Osmotic tension of the fluid within the follicles, 
thereby causing fluid ingress. This in turn 
produces pressure on the remaining stellate 
cells and consequent degeneration, so that the 
originally small cyst increases in size. Once 
initiated, therefore, the process of cyst formation 
is self-perpetuating. A similar concept was 
advanced by Toller (1948) to explain continued 
growth in the case of dental cysts. 

In some tumours epithelial cyst formation is 
accompanied by visible evidence of cellular 
degeneration. In fig. 3 the cysts occur in the

centres of the follicles, as in the type of tumour 
just described, but in many cases the cells 
around the cysts have altered considerably from 
the stellate type. The degenerative changes seen 
here consist of swelling of the cells, the cyto- 
plasm of which becomes homogeneous in ap- 
pearance and stains bright red with eosin. In 
this way the centres of the follicles come to be 
occupied by masses of highly eosinophilic 
material, which show, on close examination, the 
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outlines of the individual cells composing them 
(fig. 4). Cyst formation soon occurs within the

masses, and extends. These are the “colloid 
cell cysts” of Krompecher (1918), who also 
described a further type of cyst formation 
characterised by the presence of foam cells. 
Turning now to the occurrence of cysts in the 
stroma, it can be seen that these are often of 
quite large dimensions. Fig. 5 shows a field

containing such cysts: on casual inspection the 
picture seems to be very much like that of the 
familiar type of cystic epithelium, but closer 
examination shows that the cystic spaces occur 
on the opposite side of the columnar epithelial 
layer to that on which the stellate cells are placed 
In this particular example cystic change ts 
complete, but in other cases cysts in various 
stages of evolution can be seen. 

The first change in the stroma appears to be a 
loosening of the connective tissue, giving a

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rather edematous appearance. At the same 
time there is a progressive degeneration of the 
stromal cells and small microcysts, filled with 
homogeneous material which stains pale blue 
with hematoxylin, appear (fig. 6) he process 
then ‘continues till no formed elements at 
all remain (fig. 7), while the next from 
this appears to be removal of the hematoxylin- 
staining component, so that a completely clear 
cyst is left, as seen in fig. 5. 

In some cases cystic degeneration is accom-

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panied by the accumulation of large numbers of 
foam cells (figs. 8 and 9), no doubt due to the 
liberation of fatty substances during the course 
of degeneration 

Blood vessels appear to be relatively immune 
to the destructive process. They are often the 
last elements to disappear during the course of 
Stromal cyst formation. Thus fig. 9 shows an 
early stage of cystic change, the stroma being 
loose and partially liquefied, while in fig. 10,

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another field from the same tumour, destruction 
of connective tissue is practically complete but a 
capillary filled with blood still persists. This 
may be because the destructive agent, whatever 
its nature, acts specifically on collagen. We refer 
to this point presently. 

The cause of cyst formation in the stroma ts 
not at all clear. It does not appear to be due to 
deprivation of blood supply since, as has been 
shown, the capillaries are often those structures 
which persist longest in an area of degenerating 
stroma. Nor is the phenomenon peculiar to the 
tumours under discussion, since similar cysts 
can be seen in other types of tumours elsewhere 
in the body, and also even in non-neoplastic 


conditions. Fig. 11 shows a very similar type of 


degeneration in the connective tissue of the wall 
of a dentigerous cyst. A possible cause may lie 
in some effect of proliferating epithelium on 
adjacent connective tissue, in certain circum- 
stances, though of course this is merely con- 
jecture. 

It has recently been shown that there exists 
a specific enzyme, collagenase, which acts on 
collagen. Though first demonstrated in_ the 
toxin of Cl. welchii, it has since been found in 
certain tumours, both benign and malignant 
(Gersh and Catchpole, 1949). Further research 
may show that collagenase occurs in those 
tumours in which liquefaction of the stroma 
tends to occur, and it may even be that similar 
enzymes are liberated by other types of micro- 
organisms, thus explaining collagen destruction 
ina number of conditions where infection occurs, 
such as many types of parodontal disease, and 
in the walls of certain cysts, 


SUMMARY 
The histology of cyst formation in adamanti- 


nomata is described and attention is drawn to 
the occurrence of cysts in the stroma of these 


tumours. 
The mechanism of cyst formation is discussed. 


It is considered that a relatively inadequate 


blood supply is responsible for the formation of 


epithelial cysts, while some conjectures are 


made regarding the xtiology of stromal cysts. 
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11 1s evident that in the past dentistry has been 
of some appreciable service to musicians playing 
wind instruments (Lamp and Epley, 1935), and 
it is suggested that, with a wider appreciation of 
what 1s involved in the mechanism of wind 
instrument blowing, it is able to be of still 
greater service in the future. It is equally evident 
that the use of wind instruments is of value in 
correcting certain facial and dental defects 
(Strayer, 1939), while on the medical side certain 
respiratory disorders have been treated by the 
use of such musical instruments (Seidner, 1934), 
since careful control of breathing is absolutely 
necessary in order to play a musical piece 
successfully. 

The progressive dental troubles of some 
experienced wind musicians have often been 
responsible, either directly or indirectly, for a 
deterioration in the high quality of * tone ” so 
laboriously developed over many years of study 
and practice. In other players with certain 
dental defects of one kind and or another already 
present at the time of commencing study of the 
particular instrument, a high quality of tone 
will be achieved only with greater difficulty, 
since the defect present is a hindrance to 
progress, but in some cases a high quality of 
“tone” will be impossible of achievement 
altogether. This is inferred by the reports from 
a number of observers, in one instance (Reichen- 
bach, 1924) where an examination was carried 
out of 102 musicians. 

The dentist is by virtue of his knowledge and 
experience in a position to help both the ex- 
perienced wind instrumentalist and the beginner, 
and, indeed, may even advise an intended 
musician on the choice of a type of wind 
instrument most suited to his oral and dental 
anatomy (Lamp al.). 

Furthermore, the orthodontist is able to 
advise parents on the choice of a wind instrument 
which might have the effect of an orthodontic 
appliance, should such an instrument be prac- 
tised under the guidance of a qualified teacher 
for a certain period daily, while a careful watch 
is being kept on the orthodontic condition. 
Such work has been, and is being, done (Strayer). 

One of the most important aims of a wind 
instrumentalist is the development of a rich 
quality of “tone” throughout the whole 
compass of his instrument, and once he has 
attained this quality, he strives to maintain it 
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during the whole of each individual session in 
which he plays. 

* Technique,” i.e. the ability to render, in 
playing a musical piece, the exact notes on the 
instrument at the correct time by means of 
* fingering ” the keys, holes, etc., is a matter of 
considerable diligent study and practice; but 
however greatly this may be developed it might 
result in an overall mediocrity of performance 
if the quality of “tone” is poor (Bach, 1925; 
Blodgett, 1919; etc.). 

Able professional musicians are generally, by 
nature, sensitive individuals, and any circum- 
stances which tend to interfere with their playing 
to their usual standard would also tend to 
disturb their health in various ways. Seidner, 
amongst others, has made a special study of this 
subject. It should be stated, however, that he 
believes that any person intending to take up a 
wind instrument professionally should have a 
sound cardiovascular and respiratory system, as 
certain lesions might be aggravated. 

One can readily visualise the disturbances, 
both physical and mental, in the musician who 
has suffered incapacitating injury, for example 
to his hands. The writer has at present under his 
dental care a patient who in the past has been a 
B.B.C. clarinet soloist for twenty-five years. 
This man had injured his lower lip in an accident, 
and in spite of having been operated on by one 
of the foremost plastic surgeons, suffered a 
prolonged nervous breakdown 

The musician's technique had in no way 
suffered, yet the psychological fear of distur- 
bance to his method of blowing and “ tone” 
had almost terminated his career. He has, 
however, retrieved sufficient of his former self- 
confidence, partly due to the construction of a 
more suitable denture, to enable him to play 
with leading orchestras. 

Frucht (1937) has shown physiologically the 
relationship of the lips to the potential ability of 
the player. 


EMBOUCHURI 

The method of applying the lips and mouth 
to a wind instrument is termed in musical 
parlance the “ Embouchure.” <A _ generalised 
method is adopted for each type of instrument, 
but this varies in detail with each player, and 
in the same player with each individual instru- 
ment of the same type. So important is the 
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embouchure in relation to the tone pro- 
duced, and so difficult is it to develop a 
good embouchure, that it behoves a dentist 
to appreciate as much as possible a musician’s 
concern that his embouchure is in no way 
deteriorated following any form of radical 
treatment. 

One can imagine the case of a musician 
disclosing to his dentist his great concern about 
the alteration to his embouchure following, 
say, the fitting of a perfectly well-constructed 
denture, and should the dentist be totally 
ignorant of, or disinterested in, what the 
embouchure means to a wind instrumentalist, 
he might easily be an unintentional cause of 
deterioration in his patient's professional stand- 
ing aS a musician, or in an extreme case, owing 
to intense competition, the cause of loss of his 
patient’s livelihood. This might occur in spite 
of the fact that an otherwise perfect denture, 
judged purely from dental standards, has been 
constructed with the utmost skill. 

In commencing to learn to play a wind instru- 
ment the beginner is soon told repeatedly of the 
importance of the development of his em- 
bouchure, and in any case he soon appreciates 
the importance himself. His professor or 
teacher in setting his exercises in his * tutor” 
(textbook) is careful to devote a number of these 
exercises to this sole purpose and thereby 
improve his tone. 

Nevertheless, surprisingly little of this ever- 
important subject —embouchure — appears in 
the often masterly musical literature in the 
libraries of the musical colleges. 

The accepted authoritative works on such 
instruments as the oboe, flute, clarinet, bassoon, 
trumpet, trombone, horn, etc., in the majority 
of cases, mention the word suddenly and 
without sufficient explanation. Where it ts 
defined the definition is often very brief and 
lacks sufficient clarity to do justice to the 
importance so often stressed throughout the 
text on its bearing to the production of tone. 

From a dental point of view, however, such 
a definition and explanation is hardly adequate. 
The following is a definition and explanation 
which would probably suffice. 

Embouchure.—French in origin, lit. “Open- 
ing into.” German—Ansatz “setting on.” 

Musically—** mode of applying lips to wind 

instrument.”' From a dental point of view it 


might be defined as ** mode of application of 


the lips and mouth to mouthpiece of a musical 
wind instrument as expertly advised, and the

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mode actually adopted or developed by a 
particular player for the particular mouth- 
piece of a wind instrument.” 


Lips and mouth would involve: 
(a) Muscles: Orbicularis oris, and 
muscles radiating from it (vide infra) 
(b) Tongue: Intrinsic and extrinsic muscles. 
(c) Teeth: Mainly maxillary and mandibular 
anterior teeth. 
(d) Maxille. 
The air sinuses and the palate and pharynx 
play a part.

Mouthpiece. —This implies the: 

(a) Mouthpiece alone in the case of all brass 
instruments and the flute and piccolo. 

(b) Mouthpiece plus Reed in the case of the 
single reed instruments, ie. clarinet, 
saxophone, ete. 
Reed alone in the case of the double 
reed instruments, i.e. oboe, cor anglais, 
bassoon, etc. 

This furnishes a convenient means 
of classifying the different wind instru- 
ments used in orchestra and is given as 
follows according to the increasing 
size of the instrument in each class:

It might here be mentioned that, although 
constructed mainly of metal, the saxophone is 


considered wood-wind, since the sound is 
produced by the vibration of a reed, usually of 
wood.

MUSCULATURE OF THE EMBOUCHURE 


In order to appreciate more fully the mecha- 
nism of wind instrument playing from a dental 
point of view, its oral and related effects, with 
the object of eliminating any disturbing dental 
influences present, an applied anatomical study 
of the embouchure ts necessary. 

In describing the musculature of the embou- 
chure in the different classes of instrument, one 
instrument is taken as an example of each class, 
with the exception of the brass where both 
trumpet and German horn are shown, as these 
illustrate the interesting difference in detail of 
the position of the cup-like mouthpiece, i.e. the 
cup embraces the upper and lower lip approxi- 
mately equally in the trumpet and approximately 
two-thirds upper lip and one-third lower lip in 
the horn 

There are further differences in detail of 
embouchure in the wood-wind but these are not 
of sufficient interest from a dental point of view 

bor the purpose of description and viewed 
from the front, the embouchure be 
looked upon as the convex side of an open 
umbrella, with the ferrule end of the cane 
removed so as to leave a small opening, anal- 
ogous to the aperture of the mouth.

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The scheme of muscles involved in the 
embouchure is shown diagrammatically in 
fig. 1, the muscles being numbered clockwise 
around the central aperture. 

Viewed laterally these muscles radiate either 


directly from the Modiolus (central point of 


M. cruciati modioli, the origin of the orbicularis 
oris (Fish, 1948), which plays an important part 
in maintaining the correct embouchure in all 
wind instruments), or indirectly via the orbicu- 
laris oris (figs. 2 and 3). 

The part plaved by the tongue, teeth, jaws, 
and lips is illustrated in figs. 4, 8, 12, 15 and 18 
to show the difference in their relationship to 
each type of mouthpiece. 


The tongue permitting, as it does, the flow of 


air through the instrument, or shutting it off as 
required, is the means of playing * staccato” 
(equivalent of ** bowing” on the violin) in all 
classes of wind instruments.

in some cases more lower lip, according to the 
different instrument, i.e. trumpet, horn, trom- 
bone, etc., or the comfort of the player (figs.

In the case of the flute and piccolo, Class I 
above, the head of the instrument is pressed 
lightly just beneath the lower lip, which together 
with the upper lip is drawn into a tense smiling 
position (figs. 12, 13, 14). 


In the case of the single reed instruments, e.g 
the clarinet, Class IIIf above, the anterior 
mandibular teeth are covered incisally by the 
lower lip, which is drawn inwards, and on which 
rests the reed, while the upper teeth in the 
majority of players rest on the sloping upper 
side of the mouthpiece, with the upper lip

firmly drawn around the latter to prevent escape 
of air (figs. 15, 16, 17). 

With the double reed instruments, e.g. the 
oboe, Class TV above, both upper and lower 
lips are drawn inwards to cover the incisal 
edges of the teeth so that the double reed, in- 
serted into the mouth about half an inch, can be 
firmly gripped between the lips (figs. 18, 19, 20) 

In each case the sound is produced by con- 
venmently inflating the lungs and sharply with- 
drawing the tip of the tongue from the reed, in 
the case of a reed instrument, and from the lips

in case of the flute, piccolo, and brass instru- 
ments, while at the same time pronouncing the 
letter “ T* or “D”™ lightly, or as though a 
hair is being sharply dislodged from the tip of 
the tongue. Carried out at various speeds this 
constitutes tonguing or staccato.” Owing 
to the tenseness of the orbicularis oris, air is 
prevented from escaping other than through the 
instrument. Contraction of this muscle and all 
the muscles radiating from it, particularly the 
buccinator, does not allow the cheeks to puff 
out, which is regarded as a common error in 
blowing such orchestral wind instruments. 
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It will be seen from the above that an important 
part 1s played by the teeth in the development 
and maintenance of the embouchure, and.

It is hoped in a later article to discuss the com- 
mon pathological effects and discomforts due to 
dental causes, and the therapeutic measures 
that can be employed by the dental surgeon 
which will be of considerable benetit to all 
musicians concerned.

instrumentalists, a clear appreciation of the 
muscular mechanism involved in the blowing of 
these instruments (i.e. embouchure) is necessary, 
and this ts discussed from an applied anatomical 
and dental point of view. 

The embouchure is defined and explained 
and its relationship to tone is discussed. 

The types of wind instruments are broadly 
classified according to the mouthpieces of the 
different instruments, and the embouchure 
employed for each class is described, photo- 
graphed, and illustrated diagrammatically extra- 
orally and intra-orally. 

By this means it is hoped that any dental 
pathological sequel or discomforts related to 
the blowing of orchestral wind instruments may 
be more readily recognised and dealt with.

The patient, a woman, aged 47, was referred by 
Mr. L. J. D. Brown, L.D.S., on 3.11.51 complaining 
of a painful swelling in the palate 

History.—In December 1939 all her remaining 
teeth, about twenty-four which were grossly carious, 
were extracted under general anesthesia and in 
March 1940 full dentures were fitted. These are 
still being worn. In June 1943 she first noticed a 
small hard painless swelling high in the vault of the 
palate just to the right of the mid-line which became 
swollen and painful in June 1949. There was a 
deep-seated pain in the right nasal fossa. There 
was an intermittent brown discharge from the right 
nostril which also escaped into the mouth through a 
perforation in the palatal swelling. There was a 
long history of frequent colds and respiratory 
infections but never an antral infection. 

General Condition.—She was a thin subject with 
anxious facies. Her health was satisfactory. Her 
hemoglobin estimation was 92 per cent. 

Examination.—On visual examination there was a

The eyes appeared normal but she complained of a 
frequent epiphora on the right side. 

Intranasal examination revealed a hard white 
bone-like structure which entirely occluded the 
right nasal passage. The nasal mucosa surrounding 
it was red, edematous and, in parts, hypertrophic. 
There was only a slight non-purulent nasal discharge 
but ozena was marked. The left nostril was patent. 
There was no history of epistaxis or headaches, but 
she did complain of anosmia. 

On intraoral examination a perforation was found

necrotic bone was mobile to the touch and the 
bone-like structure in the nose appeared to move 
wi.hit. The oral mucosa surrounding the perforation 
was red and swollen. The pressure of her upper 
denture upon the projecting bone was a constant 
source of irritation. 

Radiographic examination revealed an extensive 
well-defined radiopaque mass which occupied the 
whole of the right nasal fossa and deflected the 
septum to the left, depressed the floor of the nose, 
and compressed but did not invade the antrum. It 
measured approximately 22 33 60 mm. A 
diagnosis was made of rhinolith in the right nasal 
fossa (fig. 2). 

At operation under intratracheal anesthesia the 
stone was found to be very friable and was removed 
by fragmentation and lavage. Hemorrhage was 
very brisk. Recovery was uneventful but a small 
perforation still persists in the palate. Her denture 
covers this perforation which will later be closed by 
surgery. The right nasal passage is free from dis 
charge and functions normally. Post-operative 
radiographs confirmed the complete removal of the 
stone. 

The concretion was extremely foul smelling. The 
outer surfaces of the fragments were rough and 
darkly stained. The internal fractured surfaces 
varied from lightly to darkly’ stained layers which 
gave the impression in parts of a hard laminated 
structure, while in other parts it appeared to be soft 
and homogeneous (fig. 3). One such part, which 
seemed to consist of organic matter, was removed

beautiful sub-tropical gardens and its unique 
armorial collection—one of the finest in Europe, 
are also of more than usual interest. 


Twice before, in the history of the Association, 
the capital city of the Principality has been the 
scene of the Annual Meeting. The first in 1907, 
under the presidency of Mr. J. C. Oliver was the 
occasion upon which the Representative Board

A Resounding Success 

Tit adjective has been said to be the enemy ot 
the noun. Its, however, difficult to avoid the use of 
superlatives in any evaluation of the success of the 
XIth International Dental Congress. From the 
memorable opening meeting in the Royal Festival 
Hall on the Saturday morning and the garden 
party on the terrace in the afternoon the Congress 
went with a swing which was itself a tribute to the 
care which had been devoted to the detailed planning 
of every part of the crowded programme of scientific 
meetings and social activities. No fewer than 
4,358 persons registered as members of the Congress 

a tigure which greatly exceeded the most optimistic 
estimate of the probable attendance and one which 
is likely to stand for many years as a record for any 
dental meeting in this country. The Royal Festival 
Hall might almost have been designed specially for 
the purpose of the Congress. The magnificent 
auditorium provided an ideal venue’ for the 
larger meetings and ample space was available in 
the wide corridors which surround the main hall on 
several levels and the foyers for the demonstrations, 
and scientific exhibits and the exhibitions staged by 
the dental and allied trades. As was to be expected 
the television of demonstrations on the full-sized 
screen in the Telekinema was a major attraction, 
the hall being tilled to its capacity of 400 at every 
session The fact that every member of these 
audiences was able to follow every detail of the 
operation being viewed was a tribute to the care 
which had been devoted to planning this new 
venture. Another innovation, the three round table 
discussions on “ Control and Prevention of Dental 
Caries,” Full Denture Prosthesis and Ortho- 
dontics,””’ was also an undoubted success supplement- 
ing as it did the more formal discussions on the 
Reports which form the main feature of the scientific 
programme of international dental congresses. The 
plan of publishing these latter in advance of the 
Congress in the International Dental Journal greatly 
facilitated discussion and made it possible for 
more members to take part. These discussions are 
to be reported in subsequent issues of the /nter- 
national Dental Journal together with reports of the 
two hundred demonstrations and descriptions of the

Reasons of 
space render it impossible to record all the many 
social functions which contributed in no small 
measure to the success of the Congress, but mention 
must be made of the brilliant spectacle provided 
by the Congress Ball when the boxes of each of the 
nations were the centres of interchange of thought 
and hospitality, and of the Congress dinner at 
Grosvenor House at which 1,400 persons, including 
the Minister of Education and very many other 
distinguished guests, were present. And so after 
many years we in Great Britain have had the 
satisfaction of staging and carrying through an 
International Congress to a triumphant end. 
Triumphant it was, for some thousand members 
took the trouble to attend the final meeting and 
thus to show their appreciation of the work which 
had been done to make the Congress such a resound- 
ing success. Four years of work have been devoted 
to achieving this and the Organising Committee 
and the members of all the other committees who 
together worked as a team to ensure the success of 
the Congress, have earned the thanks of their 
colleagues both at home and in the seventy countries 
represented at the Congress. It may be doubted 
whether so representative a gathering could have 
been assembled in any other capital city than London 
and even the much maligned English climate entered 
into the conspiracy to make the week a complete 
success. 


\ Great Dental Pioneer 

A FITTING tribute was paid to the genius of Sir 
John Tomes by Mr. V. Zachary Cope, F.R.C.S., at 
the Royal College of Surgeons on Friday, July 18. 
The occasion was the Charles Tomes Lecture and a 
large audience, which included many overseas 
Visitors, enjoyed a thrilling account of the develop- 
ment of British dentistry under the title “* Sir John 
Tomes—A Great Dental Pioneer.” Mr. Cope felt 
that this great man, who did so much to bring the 
dental and medical professions closer together, 
would probably have been pleased to learn that this 
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lecture was to be given by a general surgeon. After 
tracing Tomes’ early life on a small farm, five-year 
apprenticeship to an apothecary, and his meteoric 
career at the Middlesex and King’s College Hospi- 
tals, the lecturer detailed his contributions to 
dentistry, which profession he entered in 1840. 
His career could be divided into three phases: the 
inventor—modern forceps are still based upon his 
designs, the research worker——his description of the 
dentinal fibres which he discovered is a classic, and 
the dental politician. In this last respect he was 
the leader of the campaign which culminated in 
the Dentists Act of 1878, and his is the first name on 
the Dentists Register. Throughout his whole life he 
exerted a powerful yet benevolent influence upon 
dentistry, and today his monument is the British 
dental profession. 


The Dentists Bill 

IN view of the announcement, made by Mr. 
Crookshank in the House of Commons, that the 
present Session of Parliament is not to be extended 
into the autumn, it seems certain that no further 
progress will be made with the Dentists Bill.

Fifty Years Ago 


From the “Journal of the British Dental Association,” August 15, 1002, 
THe author has tested, by special methods of his own, 
the ultimate deleterious effect of the preparations on the 
mucous membrane of the mouth, and found that, in 
point of fact, a great many of these preparations may 
conduce to catarrh and to inflammation of the mucous 
membrane. Amongst these mentioned are tannin, borax, 
permanganate of potash, peroxide of hydrogen, kosmin, 
tincture of myrrh, kinotincture, rhatany tincture, and 
many others. The preparations produce relaxation of 
the mucous membrane and congestion of the lymph, 
an abnormal condition which is best remedied by a 50 to 
60 per cent alcohol (French brandy). Dr. Rose declares 
that simple 50 to 60 per cent alcohol is the best remedy 
for all inflammatory processes in the oral cavity; but he 
would not have the alcohol employed for daily use.

CHANGE OF COLOURS OF GAS CYLINDERS 

Sin, May t add a further point to the advice con- 
tained in the letter in your issue of July 1S (p. 50) under 
the above heading? 

Anesthetic machines are in use (perhaps more par- 
ticularly in hospital practice) where more than one gas 
is fed through the same flowmeter or delivery channel to 
the patient.

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The Gingival Pocket— Anatomy, Pathology, Deepening 
and Elimination.—-The generally accepted theories on the 
mechanism of the epithelial attachment, and the experi- 
mental work on which they are based are reviewed. The 
author’s own investigations included observations on 
human autopsy material, histological sections, dissection 
of fresh unfixed jaws of dogs, foxes and rats, dissection 
of human material, clinical observations on children and 
microscopic examination of extracted teeth and artificial 
crowns.

NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE NUMBERS 

ON July & representatives of the Association met the 
Ministry of Health and the Dental Estimates Board 
The Association protested strongly against the action of 
the Board in holding up approval of estimates and 
payment for treatment given where the patient's correct 
number was not shown on Form E.C.17, and in requiring 
the dentist to undertake extensive inquiries for the 
benefit of the Board. It was pointed out that it was no 
part of the dentist's duties under the National Health 
Service Acts and Regulations to pursue patients who 
were unable to provide correct numbers and that it 
was for the Board to make their own taquiries directly 
from the patients in any cases where patients told the 
dentist they did not know their numbers, or produced 
the wrong ones. Examples were quoted where the 
Board had returned the same E.C.17 three times to the 
dentist, refusing to be satistied with the dentist's attempts 
to extract from the patient his right number 

The Ministry promised to consider immediately what 
could be done to avoid the dentist being troubled in 
these cases, but pleaded that practitioners should at 
least ask the patient for his number and insert it in the 
form, and, where no number was forthcoming, advise 
the patient to apply to his Executive Council and obtain it 

Since that meeting the Board have continued their 
practice of returning Forms F.C.17 to the dentist where 
no number, or the wrong number, is provided, and 
requesting him to undertake further inquiries on their 
behalf. Accordingly on July 21 a letter was addressed by 
the Association to Mr. lain Macleod, the Minister of 
Health, repeating the Association’s strong objections to 
the action of the Dental Estimates Board and asking 
that it should be stopped. 

Pending a settlement of this matter, members are 
asked to take the following action: 

(1) Ask the patient for his number, and if he provides 

it insert it in the E.C.17 

(2) If the patient cannot provide it, or offers a number 
which is obviously not the National Health Service 
number, ask him to apply to the Executive Counil 
for his number and to let the dentist know imme- 
diately he obtains tt. 
If the patient does not then produce a number 
within, say, two weeks, forward the E.C.17 to the

Board with an endorsement such as * Patient 
advised to apply to Executive Council for number, 
6.8.52 — nothing heard since: and ask the Board 


to authorise payment for treatment already carried 
out or, where appropriate, to approve the treatment 
specified in the E.C.17 
If in any case after this action has been taken payment, 
or the approval of treatment, is refused, members are 
easked to let Headquarters know at once 
Further advice to members on this matter will be issued 
as soon as progress has been made. 


THE TRIBUNAL 
THe National Health Service Tribunal have directed 
that the name of Mr. John Hargreaves shall be removed 
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from the Dental List of the City of Sheffield and shall 
not be included in any corresponding list. Mr. Hargreaves 
had been convicted at Leeds Assize of obtaining pay- 
ment of anesthetic fees in respect of five patients for 
whom a general anaesthetic was not administered and was 
sentenced to six months imprisonment. 


SCOTTISH TRIBUNAL 


Tut National Health Service (Scotland) Tribunal have 
directed the name of Mr. E. P. Tait, L.D.S.Edin., of 
Stromness is to be removed from the Dental List of the 
County of Orkney Executive Council. The Tribunal 
found that the instruments, drugs and equipment pro- 
vided by Mr. Tait fell considerably short of the minimum 
standard accepted in normal dental practice, particularly 
as far as those for conservative Operations were concerned, 
and that he had failed to make any improvement in them 
after being given Opportunities to do so. They also 
found that he had failed to keep any records of the 
treatment he had provided under the National Health 
Service. The practitioner had treated 195 N.HL.S. patients 
during a period of nine months and the total number of 
fillings completed by him for those patients was six.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT 


Patients’ Identity Numbers, On June 19, Dr. Broughton 
(Batley) asked the Minister of Health whether it was sull 
necessary since the abolition of identity cards for medical 
practitioners to ascertain the identity numbers of 
patients applying for treatment as temporary residents 

the Minister of Health replied that it was and referred 
the questioner to previous statements on the subject 

Dr. Broughton then asked whether an additional 
administrative difficulty was not being imposed upon 
medical practitioners and whether the Minister of Health 
had discussed this obvious difficulty with representatives 
of the medical profession before or immediately after the 
abolition of identity cards. 

The Minister said he could not agree that the difficulties 
were as serious as suggested. It would be normal for a 
doctor in urgent cases to accept the patients because it 
might be that inquiries, which were not a matter for the 
doctor but for the Executive Council, would take some 
time. In reply to supplementary questions, the Minister 
denied that the Government’s gesture in saying that 
identity cards were unnecessary was “* phoney.” 


Patients and National Assistance. On June 19, tn 
reply to a question by Miss Ward (Teignmouth) as to the 
steps which had been taken to make known to the public 
that tinancial assistance was available in cases of hardship 
for charges under the National Health Service, the Minister 
of Health said that posters containing this information 
had been supplied for exhibition in all chemists’ shops 
and in doctors’ and dentists’ waiting rooms. 

Assistance to Patients. In a written reply on July 21 
the Minister of National Insurance declined to publish 
the instructions issued to local officers of the Assistance 


Board tor dealing with cases of hardship in respect of 


dental and other charges where the patients were not on 
National Assistance.

Xfth INTERNATIONAL DENTAL CONGRESS 
Opening Ceremony 

THe auditorium of the Royal Festival Hall was 
crowded when at Il a.m. the officers of Congress, 
accompanied by the Minister of Health, the Rt. Hon 
lain Macleod, M.P., and the Bishop of Southwark, took 
their seats. Behind them on the platform were ambassa- 
dors and other diplomatic representatives and the 
principal delegates from the participating countries 
Before them, in the auditorium, some 2.000 representatives 
of the profession throughout the world. 

The meeting opened with prayers conducted by the 
Lord Bishop of Southwark (Dr. B. F. Simpson), after 
which the President of the Federation Dentaire Inter- 
nationale, Dr. Charles F. L. Nord, inducted the President 
of the Congress, Dr. E. Wilfred Fish, C.B./ 

Dr. CHARLES Norp recalled that the F.D.1. had been 
founded at the International Congress held in Paris in 
1900, which had been followed by Congresses held in 
St. Louts in 1904 and Berlin in 1909. It had been 
intended to hold the following Congress in London, and 
this Congress was in fact opened on August 2, 1914, but 
had to be closed two days later owing to the war. After 
the first world war Congresses had been held at 
Philadelphia in 1926, Paris in 1931 and Vienna in 1936, 
and at this last it was decided to accept the invitation of 
the British Dental Association to meet in London in 
August, 1941. The Organising Committee did everything 
possible to prepare for the success of this Congress, but 
their efforts were again in vain, for in 1939 the second 
world war broke out. After the second world war, 
Europe not being at that time in a position to entertain 
visitors from all over the world, the Congress met in 
Boston in 1947, and accepted the invitation to meet in 
1952 in London. 

Thus, after thirty-eight years their British colleagues 
had reaped their reward by seeing the XIth International 
Dental Congress take place in the heart of their great 
empire. He congratulated the Organising Committee on 
possessing those qualities for which the British were 
renowned; they had doggedly pursued their purpose to 
give their colleagues and friends from abroad a warm 
welcome and a perfection of organisation which few 
international meetings of such a size could ever have 
boasted. 

A tragic blow to all those taking part had been the 
sudden passing of King George VI, their Patron. They 
were happy to meet that morning, however, under the 
gracious patronage of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth I. 

He wished to express the appreciation and thanks of 
the entire international dental profession to the Minister 
of Health for his presence that morning. 

The aims of the F.D.1. were to create, maintain and 
consolidate the same high sense of duty in all practitioners 
and continually to improve the quality and increase the 
efliciency of the service which they rendered to the 
community. The F.D.1. was the first international 
scientific organisation. In the ensuing years several other 
international societies had based their rules on those of 
the Federation, and for half a century those rules had 
remained substantially unaltered in principle. Even two 
world wars had been unable to break the bonds of 
friendship forged by the pioneers. The advancement of 
oral hygiene had been due largely to the Oral Hygiene 
Commission of the F.D.1., and a great deal of work had 
been done to inspire dental education everywhere in the 
world. After endless difficulties an International Dental 
Journal had been founded under the able editorship of 
Professor H. H. Stones, and this had made it possible 
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to print in advance the reports to be submitted to the 
Congress. It had been largely due to the energy and 
determination of Mr. G. H. Leatherman, the Hon. 
Secretary of the Congress, that they had found an 
English publisher willing to take the risks of such a 
hazardous enterprise. 

In the first half of the twentieth century, which 
coincided with the life of the F.D.I., dentistry had 
widened its scope enormously and had become odonto- 
stomatology, an integral part of the health services. 
For this reason the F.D.1. had for several years been a 
non-governmental member of the World Health Organi- 
sation, thanks largely to the unselfish work of Dr. A. E. 
Rowlett, a President of Honour of the Congress. They 
hoped in that capacity to continue to co-operate with 
other health services for the benefit of mankind. 

In the name of all the nations represented at the 
Congress he thanked the Organising Committee for the 
work they had done to make the Congress not only 
possible but a great success, as it would evidently be. 
Dr. Fish would be known to many of those attending the 
Congress personally, and his name would be known to 
them all. An author of scientific works, he had received 
many honours and distinctions at home and abroad. and 
was one of the most distinguished members of the dental 
profession. As Chairman of the Organising Committee 
he had done splendid work in preparing for the Congress, 
which would be regarded as the most iniportant scientific 
dental gathering that the dental profession had so far 
organised. 

Dr. Charles Nord then, amid applause. inducted 
Dr. E. Wilfred Fish into the chair as President of the 
Congress. 

Dr. Fis thanked Dr. Nord and said he was deeply 
conscious of the honour of presiding over the Congress. 
During the past few months, when the work of preparing 
for the Congress had engaged an increasing part of their 
time and energy, they had been stimulated and en- 
couraged by the thought that the Minister of Health had 
consented to be present at the opening ceremony. His 
presence was not only a friendly gesture to British 
dentistry but a tribute to the world-wide call which was 
being made to improve the state of dental health amongst 
the peoples of the world. 

The MINISTER OF HEALTH (The Rt. Hon. lain Macleod, 
M.P.) said that he was very happy indeed on behalf of 
Her Majesty's Government to welcome the International 
Dental Congress to London, and as Minister of Health 
to open the proceedings. Recalling the two previous 
attempts to hold the Congress in this country, both of 
which had been frustrated by war, he said that some of 
the overseas visitors might have been a little surprised to 
read on the tape machine, as he had done the other day, 
** 2.47 War declared.” He had for a moment wondered 
whether history was going to repeat itself, but then he 
remembered that this was England, this was what in 
England was called summer, and all that had happened 
was that Warwickshire had declared their first innings 
closed. 

Mr. Macleod told the Congress that Britain was 
beginning again to build up her dental priority services 
for children and expectant and nursing mothers run by 
the local authorities, which suffered a loss of man-power 
on the first impact of the wider National Health Service. 

He was particularly glad that the Congress intended to 
study the striking reductions which had been made in 
the decay of the teeth of young children as a result of 
the experiments which had taken place in the U.S.A. in 
making good the mineral deficiencies in the water-supply. 
A mission had been sent from this country to America 
charged with the duty of studying and reporting upon 
those experiments, and he was grateful to the American 
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dental profession for the kindness with which that 
mission had been received. A mission had also been 
sent to New Zealand to study, again with great profit, 
the scheme in operation there for dental ancillaries, 
particularly in relation to the teeth of the priority classes 
and the school dental service. Proposals arising from 
the report of this mission were at present before Parlia- 
ment. 

Dr. Nord had referred to the considerable progress 
made as a result of the introduction in this country of 
the National Health Service. It was inevitable that in 
such a vast concept there should be what might appro- 
priately be called teething troubles, but these were being 
conquered with good will on both sides, and he was 
sincerely grateful to the leaders and to the rank and file 
of the British Dental Association for the eagerness to 
help which they had so constantly shown. **I should like,” 
said the Minister, * to express my appreciation of the 
part which the profession itself, as represented by the 
British Dental Association, has played in working out 
the detailed arrangements for this immense undertaking. 
Practically all the dentists available in general practice, 
in point of fact 97 per cent of them, now take part in 
providing dental treatment under the Service, and thanks 
to their devotion and professional skill there ts no doubt 
but that a great improvement in the dental health of the 
people of this country is being achieved.” 

He would like to close by saying a word about two of 
the most important people in the Congress. Not only 
were Dr. Nord’s services to dentistry at his clinic tn 
Amsterdam known the whole world over, but a great 
debt of gratitude was due to him for the drive and zeal 
that he had shown in organising both the Congress and 
the affairs of the Federation. Dr. Fish enjoyed great 
prestige not only in this country but throughout the 
world; he had contributed greatly to the advancement of 
knowledge and to the improvement of the standards of 
dentistry, and presided over the Dental Board of the 
United Kingdom, the High Court of dentistry in this 
country. 

‘** | am certain,” the Minister said in conclusion, ** that 
this is going to be a successful Congress. It will be 
successful scientifically, and I hope that it will be fun as 
well, and that you will enjoy your stay in our great 
capital and see something of England—and a great deal 
more of Scotland. As Her Majesty's Minister of Health, 
I declare the XIth International Dental Congress open.” 

The Presipent (Dr. Fish), in thanking the Minister 
for his kind remarks, said that they were deeply con- 
cerned with the urgency of finding a solution to the 
problem to which the Minister had referred. It was one 
which concerned every responsible government as closely 
as it affected the dental profession, and the most careful 
attention would be given to it during the Congress. It 
was essential to find a means of restoring and maintaining 
dental health amongst the great civilised communities 
of the world. 

The Presipent then delivered the Address published 
on page 59 of this issue of the Journal. 

The ** Roll Call of the Nations * was then conducted 
by Mr. G. H. Leatherman, the Hon. Secretary of the 
Congress. As he named each of the countries repre- 
sented at the Congress, the delegates of these countries 
rose in their places and were greeted with applause. 

The PresipeNnt read the following message which had 
been received from Her Majesty The Queen, Patron of 
the Congress: 

** Please convey to the Organising Committee, the 
delegates and members of the XIth International 
Dental Congress, assembled in the Royal Festival 
Hall, the sincere thanks of the Queen for their kind 
message and good wishes.”

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Two Addresses of Welcome followed. Dr. H. 1 
Rorrr-Hact, President of the British Dental Association, 
said that on behalf of that Association he had the honour 
to address the delegates on behalf of the ordinary members 
of the profession tn this country, Wherever the delegates 
might travel in these islands, if they would make themselves 
known to ther British colleagues they would receive a 
cordial welcome, and it was at the practitioner level that 
so much of the work carried out by the profession could 
be profitably discussed. There were, as the President 
has said, 6) countries represented at the Congress, and 
the British Dental Association were proud to be acting 
as their hosts. The members of the Association hoped 
that they had something which they could teach their 
colleagues from overseas, and were certain that they 
could learn from them much that would be of benefit, 
not only in the Congress but in personal intercourse 

Oral health was their aim. As craftsmen they prided 

themselves on their manual and digital dexterity, but 
behind this lay a broad scientific background, medical 
knowledge and clinical experience. Medicine and 
dentistry must go forward hand in hand to achieve the 
object of both professions, the betterment of the health 
of the world There were gathered together in the 
Congress some of the greatest clinicians, oral surgeons, 
pathologists, histologists and others, but behind them 
vere the chairside men, working for the benefit of the 
peoples of their countries and often carrying out their 
duties under tremendous difficulties. Ultimately what- 
ever was obtained from the Congress would be for the 
benefit, through the practitioners, of the people at 
large, and unless they benefited their patients they 
would have failed tn their endeavours. 

They must always remember that they were not entirely 
craftsmen but, in addition to being dental surgeons, they 
were practitioners in dental medicine. From the Congress 
there should result a greater knowledge of prevention 
and a greater appreciation of the fact that their minds 
must be brought to bear on the problems of dental 
medicine, 

His dear friend Dr. Rowlett should have been occupy- 
ing the position of President of the British Dental 
Assocation and would have done so if his physicians 
had not thought that the strain might be too much 
for him. Personally, he greatly appreciated the honour 
of addressing the Congress and holding the position 
which Dr. Rowlett would have occupied so nobly and 
so ably. 

Dr. A. bE. Row err, President of Honour of the 
Congress, then addressed the delegates in French, German, 
Italian and Spanish, greeting them in the name of the 
Organising Committee. When speaking in French he 
said that it was particularly agreeable to him to welcome 
them in the language of the founder of the Federation, 
and in a means of communication of which tt had been 
said that every civilised man had two languages, his 
own and French. They were all, from whatever country 
they came, united in a spirit of brotherhood and truth, 
and fellow-ciizens of every man who could say “* The 
Truth, that is my country.” 

Dr. CHartts Norp, President of the F.D.1.. then 
presented Miller prizes to Dr. B. Orban, of Colorado 
Springs, U.S.A. Dr. S. Palazzi, of Milan, Italy, and 
Dr. A. EF. Rowlett, of Leiwester, England. He recalled 
that the Miller prize had been established in 1909 to 
commemorate the scientific work of Professor Miller, 
pre-eminent unongst whose contributions to. science 
had been his research work on the role played by micro- 
organisms in the etiology of dental caries, to be awarded 
to these who, in the opinion of the jury, had rendered the 
most eminent services to international dentistry in the 
tield of dental science or in social dentistry. A fund had 


been created in 1909 by individual subscriptions from all 
parts of the world, the interest being used to present to 
the recipients a gold medal, a bust of Professor Miller, 
a diploma and a sum of money. This fund, having been 
invested in Germany, disappeared after the first world 
war with the collapse of the mark, and had to be raised 
anew, and again as a result of currency changes arising 
out of the second world war very little was left, so that 
the prize now consisted of a bronze medal and diploma. 
It was hoped in future to be able to add to it a sum of 
money, so that the recipient could support the scientific 
work of a young colleague doing work in the field of 
odonto-stomatology, but even without this the prize was 
the highest honour which the Federation could bestow 

Dr. Nord then read the citations and, amid applause, 
made the presentations. 

Finally, Dr. Nord announced that the Villain prize 
had been awarded to a famous Swiss confrere, Protessor 
Dr. A. Gysi, of Zurich. Dr. Gysi, he said, was sull 
doing research work, although 84 years of age, but 
unfortunately on account of his age could not be present 
at the Congress. Following the sudden and tragic death 
of the beloved President of the Federation, M. Georges 
Villain, it had been decided to award in his memory a 
prize for prosthetic or orthodontic work The first 
award had been made in 1947 for orthodontic work, and 
the present award to Dr. Gysi was for prosthe work. 

The meeting closed with prayers conducted by the 
Lord Bishop of Southwark.

FOREIGN DOCTORS AND DENTISTS 

On July 17 the Minister of Health was asked if he 
would take steps to utilise the services of foreign-trained 
doctors and dentists domiciled in this country and at 
present unable to follow their profession.

Bill included provision to facilitate the registration of 
foreign-trained dentists.

DENTAL GOLD 


IN a reply on July 3, 1952, the Minister of State for 
Economic affairs said that the value of gold supplied from 
official sources for essential dental requirements in 1951 
was about £200,000 at the official price. 

Sir T. Moore (Avr) said that according to his informa- 
tion the sum was in the region of £1,000,000. He suggested 
that the expenditure of gold could be stopped by the use 
of chrome cobalt alloys which had been used for twenty 
years and provided five million dentures in the United 
States. 

The Minister replied that the situation was being con- 
tinually reviewed with the object of seeing whether, by 
the use of substitutes, the expenditure of gold could be 
reduced.

In the latter year, his colleagues unanimously 
appointed him a Governor of this institution; he was 
uninterruptedly re-elected to this office until 1948, when 
the State assumed control, 

McC rindle claimed to be the earliest dentist in Glasgow 
to use “* continuous gas.” He was, also, the first school 
dentist to be appointed by Pollokshaws, remaining in 
office after that area was absorbed by Glasgow City 
Council 

In World War I, he voluntarily gave his services for 
the treatment of dental diseases at Pollok House V.A.D. 
Hospital. From 1921 until 1931, he was Honorary Dental 
Surgeon to the Victoria Infirmary, Glasgow. 

J. ©. MeCrindle’s brain, fortunately, remained alert 
right to the end of the road and his eyesight and hearing 
left but litthe to be desired. His outlook on men and 
affairs was just and generous; his ability and integrity 
were unquestionable. Even in those cases where a 
person's standard of conduct tended to disappoint him, 
his precept was to withhold judgment, believing that to 
know all was to forgive all..-J. M.C. 


CHARLES READ, F.R.C.P.&S.Glasg., F.D.S.Edin.

AN APPRECIATION 

\ correspondent writes 

Charles Read had an early interest and fundamental 
knowledge of the development of radiology in diagnosis 
and treatment and in electro-therapeutics. From 1918 
to 1928 he was Senior Assistant Radiologist in the X-ray 
Department of the Glasgow Royal Infirmary and for 
the last year of his appointment was acting chief of the 
department. He resigned to apply himself more closely 
to dental radiology in which he was a pioneer and 
acknowledged expert, being probably the first to apply 
radiology to dental practice in Scotland. 

For almost thirty years he was on the staff of the 
Glasgow Dental School and Hospital as Visiting Surgeon 
and Radiologist. The X-ray Department of the hospital 
which he founded was the first of its kind in Scotland and 
he introduced tn its development modern methods and 
equipment which have established it as an outstanding 
department unsurpassed anywhere. He contributed many 
onginal articles on radiology and electro-therapeutics 
and designed apparatus and was twice elected president 
of the Scottish Radiographic Society. 

His surgical experience was applied to the developing 
branch of oral surgery and his services as consultant 
were utilised in the diagnosis and treatment of conditions 
requiring special skill and knowledge. He was a founder 
member of the Oral Surgeons’ Club and its meetings at 
home and abroad gave him considerable pleasure. At 
the last meeting of the Club in April 1952 in spite of 
health disability he gave an interesting demonstration 
of the Planigraph for body section radiography and 
stereoscopy 

He illustrated the radiographic appearances of surgical 
diseases of the jaws before and after treatment and 
demonstrated his unique knowledge—blending radio- 
graphic, pathological and surgical experience. 

In 1948 he was elected President of the Odonto- 
Chirurgical Society of Scotland, an honour which gave 
him much happiness and to which he lent distinction. 

As Lecturer in Radiology to the Glasgow Dental 
School and University of Glasgow he has given to many 
generations-of students the benefit of his experience and 
he was always helpful to those who had difficulties in 
their studies. 
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It is difficult to compress his many professional 
interests in a short appreciation but it ts sufficient to 
indicate his great enthusiasm and interest in the advance- 
ment of knowledge. 

He was very well liked and esteemed by his colleagues 
for his kindly unassuming personality and great sense 
of humour. He was a keen golfer and a well known and 
esteemed member of the Royal Scottish Automobile 
Club and Arlington Baths Club. 

He was essentially a traditionalist with a great respect 
for knowledge and achievement and became increasingly 
intolerant of pretention not justitied by merit or ability. 

In his early days he was a regular contributor as 
entertainer at student and later professional funcuions 
and was an excellent after-dinner speaker. He had a great 
interest in the theatre and there must have been few 
productions which he missed. He suffered a great loss 
by the death some years ago of his son, a medical student 
of great promise who had inherited his father’s brilliance. 

The profession in Glasgow is the poorer for his 
untimeiy end and a wide circle of patients, friends and 
colleagues wiil mourn his death and feel deep sympathy 
with his widow and daughter.

Leaving 
C ardil the long tour proceeds to the Usk valley at Newport 
and through Cuerleon, one of the most famous antiquities 
of the area and the one intimately associated with the 
story of King Arthur. From here the road proceeds up 
the Usk valley through the town of Usk with its ruined 
castle to Raglan which is one of the most famous strong- 
holds on the Welsh border and the scene of a stubborn 
defence by the First Marquis of Worcester, then 84 years 
old, against the Roundhead Army led by Fairfax. 
From Raglan the route leads to Monmouth with yet 
another famous castle and a unique thirteenth-century 
fortified gateway actually standing on the centre of the 
old Monnow Bridge. From here the route leads to the 
Wye Valley and to the famous beauty point of Symonds 
Yat. This hill stands in a sharp loop of the river Wye 
and from the summit the view in either direction ts one 
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of remarkable beauty. Lunch will be taken at Symonds 
Yat after which the coach will proceed down the Wye 
Valley, one of the most beautiful in the country, to 
Tintern where members will have an opportunity of 
inspecting the Abbey and where tea will be served 
From Tintern the route continues down the valley to 
Chepstow and from Chepstow down the valley to Cardiff.

LapiEs’ EXCURSIONS 


The two special afternoon excursions for ladies are 
this year of special interest. They are as follows 


Wednesday afternoon: St. Fagan’s Castle 

The village of St. Fagan’s which lies several miles to the 
west of Cardiff is particularly picturesque with a number 
of thatched cottages. It was the scene of a decisive battle 
n the Civil War which resulted in a defeat for the 
Royalists. The Castle consists of a many-gabled Tudor 
mansion situated with a curtain wall of a much earlier 
date, probably thirteenth century. Apart from this wall 
only a few traces remain of the original castle buildings. 

The Castle was presented to the National Museum of 
Wales by the Earl of Plymouth for use as a Welsh Folk 
Museum and both the Castle itself and the area immed- 
lately adjoining it are gradually developing in a most 
interesting way. An ancient Welsh barn and a tweed 
mill have both been re-erected within the precincts of the 
Folk Museum and numbers of Welsh craftsmen carrying 
on traditional hand-craft with the original tools are also 
to be found at work. 


Thursday afternoon: St. Donat’s Castle 

St. Donat’s Castle is on the coast between fifteen and 
twenty miles to the west of Cardiff. It is one of the best 
preserved of the ancient Welsh castles and is built entirely 
within a curtain wall. The traditional origin of the Castle 
goes back to Norman times when it is believed to have 
been founded by Guilliam le Esterling. [t was from this 
Norman that the Stradling family sprang. They held the 
Castle for many centuries, the last of them dying in 1738. 

In recent years the Castle was purchased by Mr. 
Randolph Hearst, the American newspaper millionaire, 
who spent much money in restoring the fabric of the 
Castle and also introduced a number of new features 
including for instance such architectural relics as the 
Great Hall of Bradenstoke Priory from Chippenham, 
Wilts. Some of the carving in the State Rooms ts by 
Grinling Gibbons and the Castle contains one of the 
finest collections of armour in Europe. Placed as tt ts 
amongst woodlands and overlooking the coast, the 
Castle occupies an exceptionally protected position. In 
the terraced gardens facing the sea there are many sub- 
tropical plants. Visitors will be conducted over the 
ornamental gardens as well as the Castle and tea will be 
served within the Castle precincts. 


ACCOMMODATION 

A full list of hotel and hostel accommodation was 
published in the Journal for July 1. The Headquarters 
hotel is the Park Hotel, Queen Street, and excellent 
accommodation is also available at the Angel Hotel and

(11) Membership. The membership of the Associa- 
tion continues at a satisfactory figure. The membership 
on December 31, 1951, was 11,528 The number of 
applications for membership continues to increase. 

(12) Annual Meeting 1951..-The Annual Meeting 
19ST. held in London in conjunction with the Jubilee of 
the Metropolitan Branch, was an outstanding success. 
The large attendance and enthusiasm shown on all sides 
were evidence of the appreciation of members for the 
work which had been done on their behalf. The thanks 
of the Board and of all members are due to those con- 
cerned with the organisation of this meeting. 

(13) Work of the Council. The Counc! have con- 
tinued to function as the executive authority of the 
Association in the intervals between meetings of the 
Representative Board. Monthly meetings have been 
held throughout the year and, in addition to giving 
preliminary consideration to many matters which sub- 
sequently came to the Board, they have initiated a number 
of special investigations. [In connection with the Dentists 
Bill, the Council set up special Parliamentary and 
Publicity Sub-Committees to deal with these particular 
aspects of the problems arising. The public: concern 
regarding the treatment of the priority classes combined 
with the fact that it seemed increasingly clear that 
Government policy in connection with priority dental 
treatment was limited to the creation of ancillary workers 
and the exemption of children and adolescents from pay-

ment for treatment under the Health Service caused the 
Council to set up a special sub-Committee on Child 
Dental Treatment. The report of this Committee ts 
expected in the near future. The Council also recom- 
mended to the Board the establishment of a special 
id Hoc Committee to enquire into all phases of the 
problem of providing orthodontic treatment 

(14) 11th International Dental Congress. During the 
year the Association Headquarters organisation has been 
increasingly concerned with the [Ith International 
Dental Congress. Not only was the Secretary, Mr. H 
Parker Buchanan, Secretary-General of the Congress, 
but many members of the Association and of the head- 
quarters staff were very fully occupied with the organisa- 
tion of the Congress itself. The outstanding success of 
this, the first Congress meeting to reach a successful 
conclusion in this country, will be too fresh in the minds 
of members to need elaboration but thanks are due to 
all those who so magnificently assisted the Association 
to carry Out with proper dignity and success the role of 
host to those attending the Congress. 

(15) General Dental Services Committees... A major 
development in Association organisation was brought 
to completion in January 1952 when the Representative 
Board appointed representatives to the General Dental 
Services Committee. These representatives, together 
with others elected by local dental committees and by 
the Annual Conference of Local Dental Committees, 
formed the General Dental Services Committee which 
met for the first time in February 1952. The creation of 
a Standing Committee of the Board upon which local 
dental committees would have direct representation has 
proved an outstanding success both tn keeping the 
headquarters organisation of the Association fully 
informed of the views of practitioners within the Health 
Service in all parts of the country, and in strengthening 
the representative character of the Association on 
matters relating to Health Service dental treatment. 
The usefulness of the Committee both to individual 
members and to the Association as a whole is already 
obvious. 

The General Dental Services Committee proceeded at 
an early stage to set up special sub-committees to cover 
Remuneration, Health Acts Administration, Health 
Centres and Refresher Courses. In addition to this a 
Chairman’s Sub-Committee was set up, and a local 
sub-committee was set up in Scotland. 

(16) Health Service Remuneration... The introduction 
of charges for dentures under the National Health 
Service in May 1951 and the imposition of a basic 
charge of up to £1 for treatment on National Health 
Service patients which came into operation in June 1952 
increased to a marked extent the hardships under which 
the dental profession had been suffering following the 
unilateral cuts in the scale of fees which had taken place 
in earlier years. These resulted in an urgent demand for 
increases In remuneration including as a first step the 
abolition of the 10 per cent cut and the strongest repre- 
sentations on this matter have been made to the Ministry 
of Health. The serious state of the national finances 
revealed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in his 
Budget Statement and the resulting demand for economies 
in public administration, created an exceedingly difficult 
position for the Association's negotiators and up to the 
present it is not possible to forecast what eventual success 
will be achieved in regard to this matter. The demand 
for increases is, however, being pressed with undiminished 
vigour. 

(17) Superannuation Handbook. — The Superannuation 
Scheme under the National Health Service has been the 
source of many difficulties to members of the Association. 
In an endeavour to assist members a special handbook 
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on Superannuation was prepared during the year by 
Mr. H. D. Barry, Assistant Secretary of the Association, 
and distributed to members. 

(18) Health Acts Administration._The year has 
shown very little decrease in the number of individual 
cases of difficulty arising from the National Health 
Service. These difficulties have been dealt with by the 
Health Acts Administration Sub-Committee of the 
General Dental Services Committee. 

On general matters regarding the administration of the 
Health Service a successful approach was made to the 
Ministry for the adoption of simplified procedure for 
dealing with the complaints arising in relation to dentures 
supplied under the National Health Service and it is 
hoped that this new machinery may come into use in the 
near future. 

As a result of representations put forward the Minister 
agreed that there were certain types of abnormally 
difficult extractions and certain mouths presenting 
abnormal difficulties for the supply of dentures, which 
could not properly be regarded as being covered by the 
original items in the scale of fees. The Minister, therefore, 
has given the Dental Estimates Board discretion to treat 
these special cases under alternative items in the scale of 
fees, which would permit a more appropriate fee being 
authorised for them. Representations made by the 
Association for the simplification and improvement of 
the Health Service dental estimate form resulted in a 
number of modiiications to the Ministry's proposals, but 
unfortunately were not successful in securing the radical 
alteration to the form which was desired. 

(19) Amendments to Articles and Bylaws.—-In the 
course of the year it was found necessary to alter the 
Articles and Bylaws of the Association in several respects 
in order to bring them into line with developments which 
had taken place during the last few years. The necessary 
alterations were placed before an Extraordinary General 
Meeting held on January 11, 1952, and were approved. 

(20) Finance.—-The accounts for the year ended 
December 31, 1951, showed a net subscription income 
of £46,153, this being the largest sum ever collected in 
subscriptions from members of the Association. At the 
same time the increasing activities of the Association 
resulted in an increase of £5,500 in expenditure over the 
figure for 1950. As a result the excess of income over 
expenditure for the year was £4,409 as against £8,714 
in 1950. 

Financial affairs during the year have presented a 
number of serious problems. The rapid increase in the 
activities of the Association in all directions combined 
with the specially difficult conditions created by legisla- 
tive proposals, have made increasing demands upon the 
Association’s resources. Increased activities have inevit- 
ably resulted in an increase in overhead and administra- 
tion costs, while unavoidable additions to the staff of 
Headquarters have had a similar result. 

(21) Legislation.—Two major matters of legislation of 
major importance to the profession have arisen in the 
course of the year. One of these, the imposition of 
charges for dental treatment provided under the National 
Health Service, arose as a result of economies demanded 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in connection with 
the Budget. 

Following urgent representations made by the Assocta- 
tion both by deputation to the Minister of Health and 
through Parliamentary channels several amendments 
were obtained to the Bill as it was originally drafted. 
In particular the Government agreed that no charge 
should be made for examination and report, for arrest 
of haemorrhage, or for domiciliary visits, and that 
exemption from charges which was originally limited 
as regards young persons to those under 16 years of 
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age should be extended to all those below 21 years of age. 

The other matter of legislation was in connection with 
the Bill to amend the Dentists Acts. This Bill was designed 
to effect a number of changes relating to the government 
of the dental profession by setting up a General Dental 
Council on the lines recommended in the Final Report 
of the Interdepartmental Committee on Dentistry (The 
Teviot Committee). Included in the Bill, however, was 
provision for the creation, registration and use of an 
entirely new type of dental ancillary worker who was to 
be permitted to undertake operative work In so far as tl 
relates to the filling and extraction of teeth. Ancillary 
workers of this class, which is in some ways similar to 
the class of school dental nurse in New Zealand, were to 
work under dental supervision in the School Service, 
hospitals and health centres. The Representative Board 
found themselves completely unable to accept the pro- 
posals contained in the Bill on this matter. The position 
was therefore brought to the notice of many Members ol 
Parliament both directly through members of the Asso- 
ciation and indirectly through patients. The views of the 
Association were also made the subject of direct repre- 
sentations to the Ministry of Health but without effect. 
The matter aroused very considerable public interest as 
a result of which articles expressing the views of the 
Association were published in over one hundred journals 
in various parts of the country. 

The Bill was first presented in the House of Lords and 
as a result of strenuous efforts by a special Parliamentary 
Committee set up by the Council of the Association, 
several amendments were obtained. Of these the most 
important was a provision that ancillary workers could 
not be authorised to extract teeth other than deciduous 
teeth. Amendments were also obtained securing that tn 
the training of ancillary workers nothing may be done 
which will ** materially impair the facilities for the 
training of dental students existing at the passing of the 
Act’ and in some measure restricting the extent to 
which the Privy Council might act without the approval 
of the proposed General Dental Council. This, however, 
did not affect the main principles referred to above and 
the Sections concerned will still be opposed in all possible 
ways. The Bill was subsequently presented to the House 
of Commons, It now appears very unlikely that the 
remaining stages of the Bill in the House of Commons 
will be proceeded with during the present Session. 

(22) Durham Closed Shop.”—The efforts of the 
Durham County Council to insist upon membership of 
a professional organisation or trades union as a condition 
of employment of professional officers of the Council 
has been the subject of strenuous opposition. In the first 
place this matter arose in connection with the employ- 
ment of teachers. Subsequently, however, a Joint 
Emergency Committee of the Professions was set up to 
handle the matter. This Committee consisted of repre- 
sentatives of the British Medical Association, the Guild 
of Engineers, the National Union of Teachers, the Royal 
College of Midwives, the Royal College of Nursing and 
the British Dental Association. The County Council 
had, in the meantime as a result of intervention by the 
Ministry of Education, withdrawn their requirement of 
membership of a trades union both in relation to existing 
officers and in relation to those applying for appoint- 
ments. Subsequenily, however, the Council insisted that 
officers making application for extended sick pay must 
submit such applications through trades union or 
professional organisation representatives. The Joint 
Committee were not prepared to agree to this and 
eventually the teachers, who were most immediately 


affected, presented notice of withdrawal of their services. 
Before such notice could become effective the Ministry 
of Labour intervened and it was eventually 


agreed 
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hetween the parties that the question under dispute 
should be submitted to arbitration by a panel of 
arbitrators appointed by the Ministry. 

(23) Guidance for Professional Conduct.In the 
course of the year it became increasingly evident that 
there was need for clarifying the Association's attitude 
toward what ts or is not ethical in relation to professional 
onduct. For this reason the leaflet ** Guidance for 
Professional Conduct” was revised and reprinted and 
circulated to every member of the Association. 

(24) Disciplinary Action against Members... [n two 
cases during the year it has been found necessary to 
take disciplinary action against members under Articles 
23 and 24 of the Articles of Association. 

(25) Technicians’ Wages.--During the year the 
Trades Umon representatives on the National Joint 
Council for the Craft of Dental Technicians put forward 
claims for the abolition of Grade III technicians and for 
considerable wage increases for Grades I and II and 
ipprentices. Subsequently they accepted compromise 
suggestions regarding the abolition of Grade III and an 
increase of Grade IIL wages to £6 weekly. They were not, 
however, prepared to accept modifications of their 
demands in respect of wages increases and therefore 
took this claim to the Industrial Dispute Tribunal. As a 
result of a hearing in January, the Tribunal made an 
Award of basic wages of £9 2s. 6d. and £7 12s. 6d. for 
Grade | and Grade IL technicians respectively, and for 
a wage scale for apprentices rising from £1 10s. during 
the first year to £3 17s, 6d, during the fifth year of the 
indenture. 

(26) Dental Standards.—In the course of the year a 
development took place which may have far-reaching 
results although at present it is too early to evaluate them. 
For many years there has been a general feeling that 
there was a need for the establishment of recognised 
tandards for dental equipment and materials in this 
country and following a number of discussions a Dental 
Industry Standards Committee was set up by the British 
Standards — Institution. Subsequently special sub- 
committees were established in which the Association 
took full part. The Representative Board appointed 
seven members to the main Standards Committee and 
eight to sub-committees as detailed in paragraph 38. 

(27) Smith Turner Museum. In the course of the 
year the Honorary Curator of the Smith Turner Museum 
has virtually completed the rearrangement of specimens 
necessitated by the disbandment of the Museum during 
the war years. A special exhibition of old instruments 
used for extracting teeth was arranged in connection 
with the Annual Meeting 1951 and an exhibition of 
prints and paintings of dental interest was arranged: for 
the period of the International Dental Congress. The 
thanks of the Association are due to the Honorary 
Curator of the Museum, Mr. J. B. Parfitt, for his untiring 
work in this connection. 

(28) Robert and Lilian Lindsay Library. During the 
year 229 books have been added to the Robert and 
Lilian Lindsay Library. An increasing number of 
members make use of the Library although it is still a 
matter for comment that the proportion of the total 
membership who seem to appreciate the advantages 
which the Library offers is still surprisingly small. The 
thanks of the Association are due to the Honorary 
Librarian, Dr. Lilian Lindsay. 

(29) Advisory Committee on Research._The Repre- 
sentative Board asked the Advisory Committee on 
Research to consider the recommendations concerned 
in the Final Report of the Priority Classes Committee 
that there should be an immediate extension of the 
research on the prevention of dental disease. After full 
investigation of the research facilities the Committee 
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reported that while in existing circumstances it did not 
appear likely that any immediate progress in this connec- 
tion could be made, there was a real need for the estab- 
‘ishment of a Dental Research Centre on a national 

asis, which would provide accommodation and facilities 
for team work, senior appointments as well as junior 
appointments, and a scheme for research fellowships and 
trainee appointments. While realising that no immediate 
result was to be anticipated and no grandiose scheme 
could be entertained, the Committee made clear their 
view that a gradual growth towards the establishment of 
such a centre presented the only reasonable solution to 
the problem. 

(30) Staff Changes.—The year has witnessed several 
changes in the Headquarters staff. In August 1951 
Mr. William Donald, C.A., took up his appointment as 
Accountant to the Association. In the following month 
Mr. G. W. Marshall commenced duties as an Assistant 
Secretary. 

Following the reorganisation of the Scottish Committee, 
Mr. J. Marshall Banks was appointed as part-time 
Assistant Secretary (Scotland). 

In May 1952 the Council decided that in view of the 
increasing importance of the Public Relations work of 
the Association and the desirability of providing some 
additional assistance for the Editor of the Journal, 
Mr. S. Donald Cox should be relieved of some of his 
secretarial duties in order that he might devote the major 
part of his time to the work of Public Relations Officer 
and News Editor. 

(31) “ British Dental Journal.""—The year has seen a 
steady development in the Journal, the scientific articles 
being maintained at their usual high standard. Additional 
articles on technical matters and practical procedure 
have been much appreciated. Increasing costs of pro- 
duction have resulted in a smaller profit than in the 
previous year, but it is satisfactory to record that in spite 
of this the profit on the Journal for the year ended 
December 31, 1951, amounted to £1,438. 

(32) Defence Services.-_Discussions have taken place 
with the Service Departments with respect to the un- 
satisfactory conditions relating to commissioned dental 
officers in the Forces. 

(33) Public]Dental Service.—During the year the work 
in connection with the school dental officers has been 
largely concerned with matters arising from the Whitley 
Council decision on the remuneration of school dental 
officers. As a result of persistent efforts, every local 
authority in England, Wales and Scotland who employ 
dental officers eventually adopted the Whitley Council 
scale. Certain difficulties regarding assimilation of 
existing officers into the new scale and the position of 
senior dental officers are still under discussion. 

(34) Hospital Matters.—The position of dental officers 
in the hospital service has been the cause of considerable 
concern during the year and the Hospitals Group ts sull 
actively discussing with the Ministry of Health their 
suggestions regarding the creation of a permanent grade 
of hospital dental surgeon and the remuneration appro- 
priate to that grade. A variety of other matters including 
workshop charges for prosthetic and orthodontic 
appliances supplied to hospital patients and difficulties 
arising in the hospital service as a result of the imposition 
of charges for dental treatment under the General 
Dental Service are still under discussion with the Ministry. 

(35) Orthodontic Services.—For some time past it 
has become increasingly eviden that orthodontic 
service was not available as it should be and that the 
organisation through which it was provided needed 
investigation. The Representative Board therefore set 
up* at its fmeeting [January 1951 a special Ad Hoc 
Committee to investigate the whole problem and report. 
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It is anticipated that the report of this Committee will be 
available in the Autumn of the current year. 

(36) Association Reorganisation Committee.—The final 
report of the Reorganisation Committee on the adminis- 
trative reorganisation of the Association was presented to 
the Representative Board at their meeting in October 
1951. It then decided, however, that it would be most 
inopportune if the Interim Board of the Association, at 
their last meeting, were to adopt an extensive reorganisa- 
tion policy which would be imposed upon its successor. 
The Report was therefore passed to the new Representa- 
tive Board with the recommendation that the suggestions 
of the Committee should receive the careful consideration 
of the Board at the earliest appropriate date. It is 
expected that the detailed recommendations will be 
placed before the Board at their Autumn meeting. 

(37) Canadian Dental Association.._The Canadian 
Dental Association celebrated its Golden Jubilee meeting 
in June 1952. The Association was fortunate in persuad- 
ing Mr. Bryan J. Wood to act as its representative at this 
historic meeting which was held in Vancouver. At the 
meeting Mr. Wood, on behalf of the President, presented 
the Certificate of Honorary Membership to Dr. Garvin. 

(38) Representation on Outside Bodies..—Relations 
between the Association and the various other bodies 
with which it has worked have been most cordial. 
Liaison between organisations with similar interests has 
become an increasingly important factor and the Asso- 
ciation has been fortunate in its representation on a 
large number of public bodies in addition to those 
directly concerned with dentistry.

It has come to my notice that in the collection of 
certain returns the B.D.A. have received some which 
show very low expense ratios, and | would like to suggest 
that before these are passed to the Ministry an impartial 
investigation on the type of practice with low overheads 
should be made. It is undoubtedly true that there are 
many practices run On a single-handed basis, with few 
amenities for patients and little in the way of up-to-date 
equipment, undoubtedly this type of practice would 
suffer less, as the result of declining returns, than the 
progressive and up-to-date type of practice in which a 
sudden reduction in overheads is well-nigh impossible 
without considerable lowering of the standards main- 
tained. It would indeed be a tragedy for the progressive
